President-Elect Fully Aware of Present 


Defects; Plans to Revolutionize 


Antiguated System. 
vv DR. K. J. DILLON, 

Whe has been accompanying Gen. Obregon on his joursey through the republic. 
Education in the highest meaning of the term is unknown in 
Mexico. It has not yet been introduced. For decades the condi- 
tions were adverse to the experiment. Instruction there is of vari- 
ous kinds and degrees—primary, intermediate, superior and tech- 
nical—and in some branches, such as mathematics, engineering 
and surgery, it compares most favorably with that of Spain. But 
the training of the mind and the building of character are hardly 


ever even attempted. 


It would be a miracle were it 


votherwise in a country which has 


ong been torn by internecine ite 
and in a society where primeval in- 
Stincts were being constantly pro- 
voked to break through conven- 
tional restraints. And yet the raw 
material for education is excellent. 
It could hardly be better. 
MORALITY OF INDIANS. 


Among the Indians I found self- 
restraint, patience and morality 
more widespread and developed 
than among any other element of 
the population. Their moral and 
physical natures are well adjusted. 
The good humor of the adults and 
the excellent behavior of the chil- 
dren in railway trains and at play. 
their amazing self-restraint and the 
devotion of the mothers to their off- 
spring under the stress of want, dis- 
ease and black despair are caleu- 
lated to make a profound impres- 
sion on the observant foreigner. 

Nor could a greater contrast be 
well imagined than the simple Sent 
hospitality of the impecuntous In- 
dian on the one hand and on the 
other the magniloquent verbal gen- 
erosity of some of the middle-class 
Spaniards which serves as a fanci- 
ful sereen for egotism. 

But even instruction, especially 
in the fundamentals of schoo! train- 
Ing, is strikingly superficial. For- 
en countries, geography and politi- 
cal conditions are even tojmany of 


the superior Mexicans a 
with seven seals Their ld sur- 
vey hardly ever extends yond the 


Rio Grande in the north and Chia- 
pas and Quintana Roo in the south- 
east; and even the customs, man- 
fers, traditions and psychology of 
some of the peoples within their 
own frontiers are imperfectly known 
to them. 
FANCIFUL NARRATIVE. 

Mexican history is at any rate, in 
parts, a fanciful nartative which 
stands in a more remote relation- 
ship to recor events of the past 
than did German history before the 
World War. It has been colored 
‘and = bolderized and embellished 
with a view to awakening or 
ating a sense of artificial patrioti 
in the young generati Now and 
again the Mexican ab is abashed 
by what he discerns when the flash- 
light of history ta suddenly turned 
upon the past of his country. 

Toward the end of the year 1919 
the National University received 
several requests from abroad for 
text-books of Mexican history and 
Was greatly embarrassed thereby. 
For it felt obliged to treat them as 
the Rector Macias treated my re- 
quest for the university charter and 
for kindred reasons. It was recog- 
nized that none of the existing his- 
tories was worthy of the name. 

By way of remedying this defect 
the university decided not exactly 
to produce a trustworthy text-book, 
but to stimulate Mexican writers to 
compile a book on nation istory 
with all the impartiality the 
research required in works of this 
kind. And presumably the foreign- 
ers desirous of tackling Mexican 
history will have to possess their 
souls in patience until Mexican 
writers respond to the stimulus. And 
yet the complaint was not new.

G. McAdoo, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, in a statement tonight

There's always a fluttering among 
the fans when a new Griffith picture 
comes to town, and when that pic- 
ture holds also a new Griffith star the 
combination is quite irresistible.

“The Love Flower,” at Miller's yes- 
terday. 

It was with unusual interest I 
watched for Miss Dempster to be 
flashed on the screen, use, you 
see, Ive watched her budding career 
ever since those promising days of 
her early girlhood when she was a 
dancer with Ruth St. Denis.
